“Until otherwise provided by the
legislature of the Territed®, grand
jurles may be drawn in the manner
plovided by the Hawailan statutes
for dreawing petty juries.” Org,

A Qualifications of Jurin's,

“No person who Is not o male
citizen of the United States and
twenty-one vears of age, and who
cannot understandingly speak, read
and write the English lnnguange, shall
be o qualitied juror or grand juror
in the Territory of Hawail, and all
juries shall heroafter be eonstituted
without reference to the rake or
place of uativity of the jufors.”

4. Number of Jurors,

The number of grand jurors in
each circuit shall be ot less than
thirtocn, nor more than twenty-
three, See Org.

proceeding had before you. "

% Charge of the Court,

The grand jury, being impanelled
and swoin, shall be charge by the
court. In doing so, the ourt shall
give them such information as it may
deem proper as to thelr duties aud us
to the law pertaining to such cases
as may come beforéthem, The court
may furthber charge the jury when
the necessity arises,

10, Oficer in Attendance,
